Toward Ilia Fallow ll.liig.. 

No life has attained oky thing Ilk* 
completeness unless it issues constantly 
In that kind uf helpfulness which wan 
onii o( tho Dii in' ii characteristics of 
the ;;i.-.iii-.i of teachers. Every human 
life la a failure, no matter what >U 
achievements, unless it la a constant 
force making for the well-bviii|( of 
oilier men and women. There never 
was aud there uetcr ran Im- such it 
thing na a great life Ixolutcd from so- 
ciety and lived nlone; for the end of all 
I rue living involve-! |hl* kind of fruit- 
fttlueaa, nn truly aa the end of the need 
which makes llie harvest involves the 
grain whieh Htislitin.s and nourishes 
the world. To have this sjilritof help- 
fulnuiu, and to manifest il, lies, un- 
doubtedly, within (he |iur|iose of most 
men and women; he only reallKei

HARVESTING BEANS. 

■low to Stack thla Import aut Crop tn Hell 
Advantage. 

No other crop grown roipiiroa more 
caro iu lb* bar**ettlng than buansi Tliit 
is on ao ■mint of the groat deterioralitin 
| in value by lossof Dotof and staining by 
rain and subseipient rotting of the pod* 
on the wet ground. This unfavorable 
result mure fre<piently happens with 
beam grown as a catch crop with com 
-upon principle a most objeotioilabli) 
practice in every way — because of tin) 
difficulty of drying them, to say noth- 
ing of the evtra labor in harvesting 
thum. lie. in - are pulled and not cut, 
the roots "having hut little hold on the 
ground, and the only machine eve; 
adapted to the harvesting of beans, as 
•ve believe, was made for pulling tbum 
up by the roots and shaking the soil 
from them, very much i» ibe manner 
dune by hand. 

When the beans are r'pi they a'iniild 
be gathered at once and slacked s afel v 
out of danger from rain. H exposei 
to rain lb"}' swel. 1 tnd dry ami hoomnu 
cracked or turn yellow and become un- 
merchantable. Perfectly white beaut 
'.nay bo left on the ground as they am 
pitlled, throwing two rows on eaonaldd 
together, thus having four rows iuont 
long heap across the held, and ai soon 
as poasiblc they should be removed to 
a stage above the barn floor, or to a 
dry, irry upper floor of a well venti- 
lated shed and stored until they are 
thrashod. Otherwise it is safe to "stack 
them in the lield. 

The stacking is done around a atoil 
stake driven firmly into the ground be- 
tween two rows on each side of the 
b*g>aj as they have been gathered a< 
above mentioned, i ll i beans are laid 
rosswito around the stake on four 
sides, the pods being pla e.l uutaide at 
tho comers and the root* togethor. us 
here shown:

The roots are whora the X is «oen 
nd the beans at tho outer comers; the 
slake is in th* center. This enable, 
the beans to dry quickly and prwdrVM 
Iheui from being soiled by tim roots; 
the .take keeps thu stack erect. If a 
cap of straw or a hay cap is thrown 
over the top the sta >k will take no 
harm and the beans will com ■ out ill 
ood order after considerable rain, 
lut every effort should be ma le to get 
the bean - off from the Hold as sojii as 
issible. 

Wo have thrashed beans with an 
ordinary two-horse-trcad-powcr tna- 
chine without breaking many uf them, 
tml much inure cheaply than by thu 
flail. Treading them oul w tit horses 
i» manifestly an nbjeotfonable method, 
and not conducive lo the good appetll* 
whieh a dish of well-baked boaiM 
should evoke. The machine is arranged 
by taking out tho concave anil replacin sr 
if with a stout board raised somewhat; 
if tho beans are fed in slowly, and held 
a little wlple as the puds go in, they 
Will Im! separated w th |lttle or no injury, 
Qi|q be clcalp'd f rolls the chaff with 
Case in a common fan mill. The ohafl 
is ii)ost excellent food for sheep, aud 
should be carefully stored for that pur- 
pose. 

lie ins are an easy crop on the land, 
that is, they can b' grown on 
moderately poor la'id and make a fair 
yield, as tiiev can, too, bo grown with 
corn and pot itoea. Hut we advise 
overy f ipuer to i|o every thing as well 
i he can, and if he is only ra sing 
Ut|| to do thu best Ipi knows how with 
Iheiu. Wo have grown Uiirty-ilvo 
liilshuls per acre on good well manured 
)am|. and have had mora than I.AUO 
pound, of llie most acceptable fodder 
for the aheap, At the usual price for 
good beau- ($l.7,"> a bushel) they pay 
belter than wheat and can be grown at 
half the cost of this grain. 

When beans have been thrashed 
they should be stored in a dry, airy 
place, and at tirst should be turned a 
few times to prevent heating, which 
they may do If not thoroughly dry. To 
test the dryness of beans a peck br 
measure should be weighed and spread 
in a dry warm place for a week and 
then weighed and measured again, if 
they havo lost a tonth of th^r 
weight those in tho bin or barrel* 
should be turned out and well aired 
on a dry day. New flour barrels are 
tl)e beat packages, for shipping 
buai|s tu market. Iu considering the 
(act that thu nsh of peas and ooani 
OOQtaiqi forty per oent. of potash anil 
nearly as much phosphoric acid, and 
that the straw Is nearly as rich in pot- 
a-li. and Ilia', the grain contains four 
p >r cent, of nitrogen and thu straw 
nearly half as much, it is ouu of the 
anomalies of plant growth that they 
ghould be able with their shallow roots 
to extract all this nutriment from a 
soil that is considered too poor for any 
tiling else, But so it is, and farmers 
should not be misled into supposing 
that a crop of beans dues not leave the 
soil poorer than it was previously. 
Tho fact is oth"rwiso. This crop sim 
ply gathers up what is left in the soil 
that other crops could not get, and, 
like the man whoso purse and good 
name were both stolen from him, the 
soil is left poor indcod. 

Beans are a most nutritious food. 
They contain twenty-four per cont. of 
proleino in the shape of Icguinlnc— a 
substance having tlio properties and 
very much I bo sam i composition as 
ensolne and of which vory good cheese 
can bo in id • — and forty-live per cent 
of carbonaceous matters, against ten of 
protein and sixty-eight of carbonaceous 
matters in corn. Honcu, with earn in 
nearly equal quantities, tho mixture 
will make a perfectly balanced food and 
therefore ono that would bo found an 
antidote to the fatal hog cholera which 
prevails where com is the solo pork- 
making food. When beans are ground 
with corn tho m nil Is readily oaten by- 
all animals and is especially valuable 
for horses. When given to cows the 
meal produces rich and abundant milk. 
Hence discolored beans can be most 
profitably used for feeding and should 
not be sent -to market to lower the 
prioo of good onos.— N. Y. Times.

FOOD ADULTERATION. 

Vlglhvieo of I'urchaaer. tile Only EAStlV. 
Security Agalu.t II. 

Congress devoted a great deal ol 
time this year to the cunsidaratioli of a 
bill to put a check upon the adultera- 
tion of butter and the sale of sham 
butter. Th ■ bill wai known as the 
oleomargarine bill, although it dealt 
with all •ubltltqta. for butter and all 
itibstanccs us -d either to a Illiterate or 
lo color genuine butter. 

The b II was passed in each House 
only after much opposition, and it 
caused some bal feeling. It is an en- 
tirely new thing for Congress to pass 
any measure the real object of which 
is to protect the food of the people 
from adulteration and (ham. but in 
the opinion of thosi who voted for the 
bill then was a necessity for this 
action. There are State laws aimed at 
Jmmiim kill is. h ut they cau not bo so ef- 
fective as a National law, which, be- 
sides being everywhere in force, at- 
tacks the uiatufacturer of the article 
by laving a tax upon it.

I'obaoeo In Varloua rorrni Iter ■ niinemlad 
fur the rlant-ltoa a Peat. 

I haTe never seen aphis on the 
potato, but know that tomatoes, egg 

are' of(en' s.ibject^to" th"/ attacks, 
T here arc, no doubt, many varieties 
of aphis, many of them seeming to 
ohango In color only when attacking 
different families of plants. For 
example, the aphis attacking tlio 
rose aud tho great majority of other 
garden plants, 1* nearly always green, 
and honod is called tho "green fly" by 
gardeners; on th > ohrys tntlnmum it is 
black; tin the roots of verbenas and 
aster* it is blue, while on the oabbago 
it is a greenish blue, uroou islonally, in 
certain conditions of the plant, a dull 
yellow. Hut ill all eases, no matter 
what the color or condition, oron what 
plant It is tbund, the aphis or plant 

louse will at once succumb to t„ba 

whether in the form of flVt, amok 
ot a decoction made by steeping thu 
refuse tobacco stems from the cigar 
makers, using one pound of the stems to 
live gallons of watur. In our green- 
house* and grounds wo use many tons 
of the refuse stems and tobacco dust 
annually. The liquid obtained from 
the stems is syringed on tho loaves of 
the plants, or if tne aphis is attacking 
the routs, as in asters or verbenas, we 
use enough to saturate the ground, 
until it reaches them. Itut I he simplest 
reiqedv against sqch as attack tho 

leaves of plants, U tQ Use the dust freely 

after dow or rain, or in tholr absunoo 
syringe so that tho dust will hang In 
the leaves; but in all cases it should bo 
used when the first signs of the pestare 
observed. We havo often found great 
difficulty in dislodging them when the 
plants have l>con completely coverod 
with them. On all plants that arc spe- 
cially liable to attack, such as roses and 
chrysanthemums In flowers, or cabbage 
and lettuce in vegetables, we use the 
dust frooly as a preventive. Hundred* 
of acres of cabbage and lettuce are 
yearly destroyed by the aphis that 
might have boon saved by usin" tobac- 
co dust froely on tho young plants iu 
the seed beds, for it is thore the mis 
chief usually begins. -Pe'er UvutanoH, 
in Country Gentleman.

pepper and a little salt; boil up and

—Whitewash is to some extent a dis- 
infectant, and ahould be used iu cellar 
and kitchen elosots not loss than onco 
year, twice boing better. A good 
whitewash is mule of ono pcok of 
slacked limn, a pound and a half of 
white vitriol, a pound uf salt and hall 
a pound uf melttd glue, the salt am) 
lue keeping the wash from rubbing 
off. Kor cellars the slacked lime is suf 
lioienL— Montreal ll'ifous. 

Iu sowing mixed grasses for hav 
reference must be hail to their periods 
of ripening; they must be ready for the 
mower at the same time. Ked clo< 
and orchard grass do well together 
this respect. Tall meadow oat grass 
also rip IDJ at tho same time as the 
above and may be advantageously 
aided to them. Timothy aud herds, 
or redtop, ripens later and would nut 
lit well Into tho combination. —K. T. 
Telegram.

POISONOUS PLANTS 
I'oInU Which Parents Would U.o We ll t 

( ..in nit to II, r 

Children shuuld be taught not to eal 
the leaves of any plant or shrub whirl, 
they timl in tho fields without first show 
ng thorn to their parents or sotu 
dult person. Many serious, and som< 
times fatal, result* have occurred from 
a neglect of this precaution. After 
long tramp through tho woods and 
Holds, children soon become very 
hungry, and, uuloss provided with 11 
substantial lunch, will often cat loaves 
and berries, thinking they arc the same 
as those wh'oh they are accustomed to 
sec in the city markets. 

Wc cite a few plants to illugtrato. 
The butter-cup. so common in fields, 
should never bu put into the mouth. II 
gathered, it should always be held by 
the stem, as the petals aro very caustic 
and w 11 quickly excite Inflammation. 
Tho oleander contains a deadly poison, 
both in its leaves and flowers, and 
special care should be taken to excludu 
them from bouquets for the parlor or 
lining room. Tito leaves of the moadovv 
saffron aud of aconite, or monkshood, 
seem to possess forchildren the fascina- 
tion of the rattlesnake, but should bo 
avoided carefully. There is. perhaps, 
110 plant so common in tho tields, by 
the seaside and oil mountain-tops, as 
the meadow hemlock, of whose fatal 
decoction it Is said that Socratos drank. 
Its tiny white flowers aro indeed beau- 
tiful, and aru often gathered in large 
quantities by ladies and children who 
have little idea of their poisonous 
qualities. 

But it is those poisonous plants which 
so closely rcscrab'o common vegetables 
that we need specially to shun, and tq 
waru ch ldren against eating- The 
common dropwort, before it flowers, is 
so much like celery that the former is 
often oaten with deadly effect. This 
plant 0 mtain. a virulent poison, which, 
taken into thu stamaoh, causes convul- 
sions and often death. Another plant, 
almost e pi illy dangerous, is fool's 
parsley; this is oflon mistaken for tur- 
nips. Water-hemlock, or cow-bane, 
resoinblos very much the common pars- 
nip. Ivy and dogwood, though not 
eaten, are often gathered because of 
their beautiful twining leaves. Those, 
to a largo numbor of people are poison- 
ous. 

Wc can not bo too careful ourselvos. 
nor watch too cloioly the children, in 
pleasant rambles during the summer va- 
cation. In ca-e. d poisoning, lot no tinio 
bo lost but promptly uso every means to 
counteract its effects. Until the ar- 
rival of a physician, produce copious 
and frequent vomitings, and persist 
cully keep it up until all offending 
matter is oxpclled. By no means allow 
the patient to becomu sleepy, but give 
strong coffee or tea, and If the body 
foels cold or chilly apply mustard and 
bottles of hot water. By every means 
keep up the circulation ami the brain 
activo.— Dr. ft. -V. Pattern

In complexion h i is of that 
color that denotes a 1 irgo proportion 
of African blood. Reclaims, however, 
descen tfrom the Comaches or some 
far Wcs'i rn tribe b( Indians, and thai 
ho is a "incdieuio man" by Inheritance 
an 1 I no ago. His m iko-up is very pe- 
culiar. His mustache stands oul hori- 
/.out illy and slightly wave I. while a 
and similarly twtttod goatee falls 
from his chin. Hit head is closely 
shaven, save in one place, directly over 
his forehead, where a peculiar sea p- 
lock, or tuft, gives a comical appear- 
ance lo his unique features. Worn on 
his so.irf aro a numberoi medals, be ir- 
ing h'eroglyphie mark*, testimonials, 
bo claims, of the wonderful cures he 
has cll'oetcd, Besides, ho exhibit- 
a number of written certilleales 
tstifying to Ills mystorlons deeds. 
Apparently ho Is somewhere near 
fifty years of ago. His manners are very 
lignlfiel, and his language leaves no 
doubt that ho is as fully convinced of 

his mysterious power as the must do 
vout cf his followers. His laboratory 
at New and Broadway is a curiosity. 
Preserved in alcohol are two-headed 
chickens, snakes and a perfect museum 
of monstrosities. Tim snakes he has 
cast out fro. 11 patients afflict* I like the 
man of old w ith the devils. The "doe- 
tor" is a power among his believers, 
who aro convinced that no disease can 
baffle his charms and "yarbs."

Legation from persons in the United 
States who claim largo inheritances 
which they suppose were bequeathed 
to I hem by the Kui'upean branch uf the 
family convince me that a systematic 
fraud has been and still is being prac- 
ticed upon those persons by lonenflng 
sharpers, who make a living by keeping 
alive and warm tlio uxoitemont about 
the existence uf unclaimed estates in 
Holland for American heir*. The fre- 
quency with which applications for in- 
formation with regard to supposod in- 
heritances in this country havo bueu 
made to this Legation since my arrival 
hero by persons residing in the various 
States and Territories, prompted me to 
address au official inquiry to this t,ov - 
eminent upon tho .subject. It appears 
from the ruptv of the Foreign Office 
that the legislature of this country has 
cll'cctunlly and finally disposed of all 
such claims, oven if inherently just, 
which wore uot presented to and 
proven before tho Comthltflon of 
Liquidation established In 1852. Uml 
the old Dutch law the administration 
uf unclaimed estates properly belonged 
to tho different "Orphans' Chambers' 
created from time. to lime throughout 
the country. In March, 1K.V2, tho 
Statcs-lieneral passed an act providing 
for the organization of a cuminission 
with authority tu take possession of all 
such funds and ostates and to ailjudi 
cat. ami dispose of all claims against 
the ostates of deceased persons as woll 
as against tho flovernniont. In pur- 
suance of tho requirements of the act, 
all claimants were notified by advertise. 

tit* inserted hi the official journal to 

make a foil statement of their claims 
with proof of descent and identity 
After six months a second ndvortiso- 
mmit was inserted having the same 
purport. Under the law all funds and 
estates to which claims had not been 
established after a lapse uf live years 
from the socond notice, escheated to 
the State. The law of March, Wrt, 
has therefore effectually and finally 
disposed of all unclaimed funds and es- 
tates in this country originating prior 
to that date. There has, therefore, 
since is.*.? boon no such thing in Hol- 
land as ail unclaimed estate originating

A Slaughter of Christians. 

London, Oct. 20.— Details have been 
received of the massacre of native 
Christians of Uganda, Africa, by the 
order of King Wauga. The massa- 
cre began in June, and was directly 
due to tho refusal of a Christian lad 
acting as the King's page to commit 
an abominable crime. Many Chris- 
tians were tortuod, mutilated and 
speared, and thirty-two were burnt 
alive together. The appeals of the 
missionaries for a cessation of the 
atrocities were unavailing. The fato 
)f these unfortunates did not servo to 
frighten candidates for baptism, and 
within a week after the maBsacro 
many natives were baptized at their 
own desire. Leallcts containing ex- 
tracts from the Scripture, prayers 
and hymns in the Uganda language 
are freely bought by tho people, al- 
though their possession involves dan- 
ger of punishment. The diary of 
Bishop Haniiington, who was put to 
death by the King, will soon be pub- 
lished in London. It is thrilling and 
pathetic narrative of his experience 
in Uganda up to the day of his death.

BRIBERY IN ELECTI0N3. 
The Law on the Subjjot. 

Chapter 33, Artidt XI J, Sections 11 
to 20, (inncral Statutes, lay: 
} II. Auy person guilty of receiv- 
ing a bribo for his vote at aa election 
or for his services or influence in pro- 
curing a vote or votes at an election, 
shall be fined from fitly to five hun- 
dred dollars, and be excluded from 
offico and suffrage 

1. "Bribo" or "bribery" meaus any 
reward, benefit, or advantage, pres- 
ent or future, to the party influenced 
or intended to be influenced, or to an- 
other at his instance, or tho promise 
of such reward, benefit or advantago 

2. Money orothor thiuga of value 
given or lent, iu whole or in part, to 
be betted ou the result of electiou, 
or tho promise thereof; or a bet with 
another that such other will vote for 
a named candidate, and the gift or 
promise of a share in any audi bet 
made or to be made, shall be deemed 
a bribo. 

3. Whoever shall receivo money or 
other things of value, to be used for 
the purpose of procuring oriuflueiic 
ng a vote or rotes, etaall bo deemed 
to have been bribed. 

} 12. Whoever shall bribe another 
shall, on conviction, be fined from fif- 
ty to one hundred dollars, and im- 
prisoned from ten to ninety days, ot 
both so fined and imprisoned, and be 
excluded from oOice and suffrage for 
five yoara. 

13. Auy person who, by himself 
or aid of others, shall forcibly break 
up or prevent, or to attempt to break 
up or prevent any qualified voter 
from giving his vote, shall be lined 
from fifty to five-hundred dollars, or 
imprisoned not more than one year. 

14. Auy person who shall make 
any willfully false statement, under 
aa oath duly administered at an elec- 
tion, shall be confined lu the peniten- 
tiary from one to five years. Auy per- 
sou who shall willfully procure an- 
other to make such false statement, 
-hall bo routined ill tho penitentiary 

oiie year. 

The President Suspends Violators 
of the Civil-Service Order. 

Washinoton", Oct. 26. — The Prcsi- 
lent to-day directed the suspension 
of M. E. Benton as United Slates At- 
torney for the Western District of 
Missouri, and William A. Stone, 
United Stales Attorney for the Wes- 
tern District of Pennsylvania, on 
charges of violating his order against 
tho interference of Federal office- 
holders in political campaigns. Tin- 
papers submitted to the President in 
the case of Benton alleged that lie is 
and has been addressing political 
meetings throughout Missouri, with 
appointments advertised for nearly 
every night up to the time of the ap- 
proa:hing elections.

The Monday Night Mooting. 



The advocator of prohlblliou licld 
a public meeting at the court houie 
Monday uighl, which wan addiTticd 
by aevoral prominent cltiieria. Judge 
Kelautl apoke on llio legal bcariugiof 
the proposed law ; Judge l'etree on 
the llnaiicial ellecit on the city, lie 
elated among other things that the 
rcveuuei derived by the city from 19 
salooua In 18a£> wero $3,820.70. Drunk- 
ards arretted and put in the lock-up 
to be fed at the city's expeuae reduced 
this -ii in considerably. lie took Km 
position that the salooua did a busi- 
ness or*5,0U0 eacli at a low estimate, 
making fyj.OOU the people paid out 
In order to rcculvo »3,820.7U. He 
took the ground that with liquor vot- 
ed out there would be more money 
among tha poor and Ihc city would 
have a smaller delinquent list return- 
ed becauao the people could belter af- 
ford to pay their taxes. Ilia speech 
had a Idling effect on a class of clli 
tens who were undecided whether or 
Ml Hie law would he a bcni'lH to Us 
city, and the prohibitionists claim 
that it gained litem at number of votes. 
K' v. Tuos. llotloutlry waa next 
called lo the stand, but excused him- 
self from speaking ami afler telling 
an anecdote retired. Hob Lauder, 
the eloquent young colored man, who 
hat been ipcaklug for the Dry title, 
theu took tho itaud and made a rou« 
lug tpeech to the colored volera. II* 
wat followed by Mr. M. M. Hanbery, 
who It stumping the county for pro- 
hibitum, although engaged iu the

plaiuett terms and callod names free 
)y In giving what he claimed wero 
aome of the inside workings of the 
opposition, lie fired Into the Wet 
men so lively that Isaiah Jones asked 
to be allowed a reply and his request 
being granted lie wat given, an op- 
portunity to speak for the Wet side. 
He loomed up as an orator of no 
mean attainments and made* speech 
that had a ploaslng aud tolling uflect 
on the liquor adherenla, who cheered 
him enthusiaallcally. Mr. Ilauberry 
replied to him In a tltort iiiecch, af- 
ter which the meeting adjourned. 

The Wett announced a meeting for 
Wcdnoiday night at the court bouse 
but failed to hold it. They have 
cured tho court house for Saturday 
and Monday nights. 

A number of colored people, male 
and female, are wearing red badges 
with "Antl-l'rohlbiliou" printed on 
them. 

Thore are iu thetwotown precincts 
731 Democrat! and 970 Republicans, 
on the basis of tho Bennett vote hut 
August. There will not bo over 
1,600 votet cast next Tuotday. If 
three-fourths of the Democrats (648) 
and one-fourth of the Bopublicans 
(243) vote for prohibition, aa the Dry 
men claim, they will get 791 votes iu 
town, enough to carry the city. But 
the Wet men laugh at the Idea of not 
carrying tho city by from 300 to 500 
majority. ,

WASHINGTON LETTEB. 

Washington, D. C, Ott. M, 'SC. 
To tub South Kinti ckian : 

It will be remembered that early' 
in tbo spring Lbe PmMMl Iniutilit 
k tract ol lan.l just otiteule of the 
I ii-ui.'t ami proceeded at once to re- 
model the olil -i.ii.i' house (bat alootl 
upon it, so »s to make the same habi- 
table for himself. The road leading; 
Iron I lie elll to the new purchase 
was a very good cine, but very dusty 
in summer and a little rough in win- 
ter. When the improvements con- 
templated by l lie District C'ommis- 
•ioncrs, however, are completed, the 
drive to the new home will be one of 
the most beautiful in the world. It 
is the purpose lo extend Massachu- 
setts Avenue the distance of a mile 
and a half in a straight line, which 
will bring it within 400 yards of the 
southern boundary of the l'rcBident's 
property, and to pave it with asphalt 
to conform with the other portion of 
the avenue. This avenue now runs 
from one side lo the oilier of the citv 
in a straight line in a uorthwcsteruly 
direction, and is 100 feet wide 
throughout its length. On it, and 
especially along the western portion, 
are some of the palatial residences of 
Washington, including Senator Cam- 
eron's and ex-Secretary Maine's, and 
many others owned by public men of 
the same note. In making the ex- 
tension it becomes necessary to span 
the romantic ltock Creek with an 
■rull at an elevation of l)j feet. A 
few years ago a syndicate purchased 
a very largo tract of laud lying along 
the conrso of the improvements, with 
the expectation lliatlbeaveuue would 
bo extended. The story that the 
President and Secretary Whitney are 
members of the syndicate, and that 
the improvements have been project- 
ed with the view of making easier 
access to their purchases and enhanc- 
ing the value of the same has not an 
iola or truth in it. The improve- 
ments were planned long before cith- 
er the President or Secretary had any 
idea of buying suburban homes. 
Secretary Whitney purchased his 
land because of the beauty of the 
scenery about It, and his desire to 
have a cool and quiet home to which 
he could retire after the fatigue of 
his day's . labors .during the warm 
summer months. The President 
made his purchase with the same ob- 
ject in view, and because Ids agent 
found that he could purchase the 
laud adjoining the Secretary's to bet- 
ter advantage than any other land 
near there. The improvement would 
have been made whether theso dis- 
tinguish! personages had bought the 
land or not, and is only a pun of the 
-i ■heme to extend other streets in the 
eity for which CpngrcsB has already 
made an appropriation. 

Last session Congress made a lib- 
eral appropriation to demount rate Im- 
practical tests whether raw silk can 
be produced in thil country. To car- 
ry out the will of Congress the Agi i 
cultural Department has had put up 
in one of ilv annexes a machine de 
signed to do tho work. The silk 
thread is unreeled from the cocoons 
which tloat in six basin's in the mi 
ehiiic, and is carried by a series of 
drums and wheels to the reels. The 
tension of tho thread and degree of 
fineness is regulated automatically 
by an ingenious device operated by 
electricity. If the experii.ients prove 
successful it is expected that a num- 
ber of the machines will be put to 
work, and the manufacture of raw 
silk will be added to our many other 
industries.

THE FIRST RAZOR. 

A Short History of Shaving from the Days 
of Genesis to the Present Time. 
The earliest reference to shaving ii 
found in Gonesis iii., H, whore we 
road that Joseph, on being summoned 
boforo tho King, shaved himself. 
There are soveral directions as to shar- 
ing in Leviticus, and tho practieo is al- 
luded to In many other parte of Scrip- 
ture. Egypt is the only country men- 
tioned in the Bible where shaving was 
practiced. In all othor countries such 
an act would have been ignominious. 
Herodotus mentions that the Egyptians 
allowed their boards to grow when in 
mourning; So particular were they as 
to sharing at other timer that to have 
neglected it wan a subject of reproach 
and ridicule, and whenever they in- 
tended to convey the idea of a man of 
low condition anil slovenly h:iblts thu 
artists represented him with a bjard. 
Unlike the Rinnans of a later a;,!, tho 
Kgyptlani did not continothe privilege 
of shaving to freo citizens, but obliged 
their slaves to shave both board and 
head. The priests also shaved the head. 
Shaving tho head became customary 
among the Komans about 300 it. c. Ac- 
cording to Pliny, Seipio African 'H w,n 
tbo Brat Uotuan win. shaved dolly. In 
France the custom of shaving 'arose 
whunLou't XIII. eanie to the throne 
yo-jiig and boardlus*. Tho Anglo S ix- 
(ins wore their beards until, at the eon- 
iiuoat, they were compelled to follow 
the example of the Norman* who 
shaved. From tit • lime of Edward III. 
to Charles L beards were universally 
worn. In Charles It 'a reign the mus- 
tache and whiskers only were worn, 
and soon after this the practice of shav- 
ing became general throughout Europe. 
The ruvival of the custom of wearing 
the heard dates from the time of the 
Crimea, 1 - .
